Director Bauer’s Weekly Summary of
Gonditions--Crop Conditions Good.

Director Bauer, of the weather crop
bureau, has issned the following crop
bulletin for this State:

The combination of stesdy high tem-
perature, sbundant sunshine and gen-
erally sufficient moisture was very fav-
orable on crops, which made rapid
growth, except that in places corn and
cotton wilted in the midday sun, reviv-
ing again at ht. Over portions of
Barnwell, Bamberg, Pickens, Edge-
field, Horry, Anderson, Aiken and Lex-

n counties the ground is very dry
and hard. Over portions of Berkeley,
Florence, Clarendon, eburg,
Horry, Chester and York counties the
E::und is too wet to plough and grass

become a menace to 1 corn and
to cotton. Grassy fields are also report-
ed from Sumter, Union and Newberry
counties, otherwise flelds are generally
clean and free from grass or being rap-
idly put into such condition.

m Spartanburg and Fairfield com-
plaintis received of crusted soil after
the heavy rains of the previous week.

HOUSEHOLD AFFAIRS.

The Useful 0il Stove.

A writer in Table Talk, descanting
upon the use of the little oil stove, says:
“It is surprising how much can be
done on one of these toy stoves with
one or two burners, especially when
one buys bread and cake and cooked
meats at our delicacy bakeries. There
is one objection to the oil stove. No-
body likes it breath, and breathe it
must. I have discovered a way of
sweetening this bad breath, which
works like a charm. Set the’stove by
a window on the windward side of the
room, with no especial draft to make it
smoke, and out at the window, which
is down an inch from above, will es-
cape a good deal of its exhalation.
Then, when the menl is cooked, set
above the tiny flame, left on purpose
for a few minutes, a teacupful of water,
into which is dropped a spoonful of
spice—ginger or cinnumon or cloves.
The fragrance of the mixture when it
boils creeps into every corner and
drives before it every bit of griddle
cake odor or sausage smoke. The dis-
agreeable scent one often meets in the
parlor oil stove or the bedroom heater,
so popular of a cool morning, can be
concealed by a bit of spice scattered on
the tubing.”

Do Not Use a Duster.

In caring for your bric-a-brac of fine,
fragile chins, or_any piece of pottery
too delicate to endure much handling,
dispense altogether with the ondinary
duster of commerce. Many pieces of
china, especially rose bowls, beakers
and vases, are decorated in relief with
flower and leaf. These will ocertainly
break off if handled with untutored
fingers. Use a tiny bellows fo puff
away the dust from these tender ex-
crescences and from such crannies as
hide and hold the dust, being careful
not fo bring the nozzle sharply against
the china. You will be surprised to
see how clean the china can be kept
by following this method for relief
work and crevices. The rest of the
piece can be wiped off with an old soft
gilk handkerchief.

The feather duster must ngt be
brought near the shelf where the china
is ranged. It may whisk off some
precious piece, and is of no use as a
china duster. ' The parlor china should
not be washed often, as the process is
rather ;and the silk hand-
kerchief does nearly all that is neces-
 sary. | For other dusting the squares
of cheesecloth are ble. The
festher duster should have & long
handle, for its proper use is to whisk
off the tops of picture frames and high
parts of windows sud inside blindsand
the strips of molding high up on the
walls—in short, what is inaccessible to
the woman dusting except with the aid
of a stepladder. Portiere rails ean be
reacheq in this way, slthough, of
course, it would be better to wipe them
off with a soft cloth.—New Orleans
Picayune.
